Ozatmuch as Almightie God hath 
in all ages ſhewed his power and mer⸗ 
cie, in the miraculous and gratious 
deliuerance of his Church and in the 
, pꝛotection of Religious Kings and 
States, And that no Nat on of the earth hath 
been bleſſed with greater bencfics then this ing- 
| dome now enioyeth, hauing the true and free pꝛo⸗ 
| feſſionof the Goſpel vnder our molt Soueraigne 
Lozd King « « «s, the n oſt great, learned and re⸗ 
ligious King that euer raigned therein, inrict ed 
with a moſt hopetkull and plentikull pꝛogenie, pꝛo⸗

cceding out of his Ropall loines, pꝛomiſing conti⸗ 
nuance of this happineſle and pꝛokeſſion to all po⸗ 
ſteritie: the which many malignant and deuilliſh 
Papiſts, Jcſuits, and Seminarie Pꝛieſts much 
enuying and fearing , Conſpired moſt hozribly, 
when the Kings moſt excellent Maieſtie, the 
Nueene, the Pꝛince, and all the Loꝛds Spirituall 
and Tempoꝛall, and Commons ſhould haue beene 
aſſembled in the Upper houſe of Parliament vpon 
the fift day ol Nouember , in the yeereof our Loꝛd 
1605. ſuddenly to haue blowen vp the ſapd whole 
Youſe with Gunpowder; An inuention ſo inhu⸗ 
mane, barbarous, and cruell, as the like was ne⸗ 
lier bekoꝛe heard ot, and was (as ſome of the pꝛin⸗ 
cipall Conſpiratoꝛs thereof conkeſſe) purpoſely de⸗ 
uiſed and concluded to bee done in the ſaid Youſe, 
that where (und2y,neceſlary and religious lawes 
koꝛ pꝛeſeruation of the Church and State were 
made, which they falfly and ſlanderoullp terme cru⸗ 
ell Lawes, enacted againſt them and their Keligt⸗ 
on, both place and perſons ſhould bee all deſtroped 
and blowen vp at once, which wouldhaue turned 
to the vtter ruine of this whole Kingdome, Yadit 
not pleaſed Almighty God, by inſpiring the Kings 
molt excellent Maieſtie with a diuine ſpirit , to in⸗ 
terpꝛet ſome darke phzaſes of a Letter ſhewed to 
his Maieſtic, aboue and beyond all oꝛdinarp con- 
ſtruction, thereby miraculouſly diſcouering this 
hidden Treaſon not many toures befoze the ap- 
pointed time foꝛ the erecution thereof : Therefoze 
the Kings moſt Excellent Maieſtie, the Loꝛds 
Spiritualland Tempozall, and all his Bateſties 
faithfull and louing Subiects, doe molt inſtly ac- 
tnowledge this great and infinite Blelſing to haue 
pꝛoceeded

pꝛoceeded meerely from God his great Mercie, and 
to his moſt holy Name doe alcribe all Honour, Glo⸗ 
ry and Pꝛaiſe. And to the end this vntained thank⸗ 
fulnefle may neuer bee foꝛgotten, but bee had in a 
perpetuall Remembꝛance, that all ages to come 
may yeelde Pꝛaiſes to his diuine Maieſtie fo2 the 
ſame, and haue in memoꝛie T his ioyfull day of De- 
liuerance. 

Be it theretoꝛe enacted by the Rings moſt Excel⸗ 
lent Maieſtie, the Loꝛds Spirituall and Tempo⸗ 
rall, and the Commons in this pzeſent Parlia⸗ 
ment allembled, and by the authozitie of the 
ſame, That all and ſingular Miniſters in euery 
Cathedꝛall and Pariſh Church, 62 other vſaall 
place fo2 Common pꝛaper within this Realiteof 
England and the T omintons of the ſame.thail al- 
waxes vpon the fifth dayof Nouember , ſay Moꝛ⸗ 
ning pꝛaper, and giue bnto Almighty God thankes 
foꝛ this molt happie deliuerance; And that all and e⸗ 
uerp perſon and perſons inhabiting within this 
Realme of England and the Dominions of the 
ſame.,ſhall alwayes vpon that Day diligently and 
faithfully reſoꝛt to the pariſh Church oz Chappell 
accuſtomed, oꝛ to ſome vſuall Church oꝛ Chappell 

here the ſayd Moꝛning pꝛayer, Pꝛeaching. oꝛ 0 
ther ſeruice of God ſha! be vſed. and then and there 
to abide oꝛderly and ſoberly during the time of the 
ſaid P2ayers, Pzeaching, oꝛ other ſeruice of God 
there to bee vſed and mimiſtred. 

And becauſe all and euery perſon may bee put 
in minde of this duety and bee the better pꝛepared 
to the ſapd holy Seruice, Be it enacted by authoꝛi⸗ 
tie afoꝛe ſaid, That euery Miniſter ſhall giue war⸗ 
ning to his Pariſhioners publikely in the Church 

at 
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at Moꝛning payer, the Sunday beloꝛe euery ſuch 
fift Day of Nouember, fo2 the due obſeruation of 
the ſaid day. And that atter Moꝛning pzayer, oz 
Pꝛeathing vpon the ſatd fiſt Day of Nouember, 
they reade diſtinctly and plainely this pꝛeſent Act.
